Dr. Lingard, ‘Imperial Bacterivlogist, has fur- J 
nished a teport showing the result of serum 
inoculation‘for rinderpest., Eminently succesful 
results have been obtained at Bareilly, Aligarh 
Bulandshahr, and Dehra Dun, rinderpest being 
checked at once, and heavy loss among the 
cattle averted. Out of 1,730 animals inoculated, 
by what is known as the serum simultaneous 
method, only three died : inoculation by serum 
alone, without virulent rinderpest blood, rend- 
ered the animals, immune, It is most ‘desir- 
able that these results should be widely made 
triown, The serum is now manufactured and
